“The Warriors of Luangwa... 
Fighting for Life”’ 


Deep in the bush of Zambia’s Luangwa 
Valley a small group of men risk their lives 
daily to stop the illegal killing of wildlife. 
They are members of Save the Rhino Trust 
Anti-Poaching Unit - ‘““The Warriors of 
Luangwa.” 


Their war is against the poaching of ivory 
and rhino horn, valuable natural resources 
which are, unfortunately, attached to living 
animals. A recent survey of rhino horn on the 
Hong Kong and Singapore markets, where it 
is alleged to possess aphrodisiac and heal- 
ing qualities, was priced at up to $1,000 per 
pound! Poachers also sell to Yemen where a 
rhino horn ceremonial dagger is a prized 
possession. 


Three years ago the World Wildlife Fund 
started Zambia’s Save the Rhino Trust, 
headed by our guest speaker, Philip S.M. 
Berry. Berry is the son of a Royal Navy officer 
who settled in Zambia when it was still 
called Northern Rhodesia. His fascination for 
wildlife and the bush has never stopped 
growing. He was a member of the govern- 
ment game department when it was realized 
that poachers were taking an average of one 
elephant a day, and as many as 100 
elephants per week.

HEALTHY HEARTS FOR 
THE VALENTINE SEASON 


A valuable temporary exhibit is now on 
display in Hohfeld Gallery outside the 
auditorium on the human heart. The Ayerst 
Heart Study Center provides users witha 
thorough understanding of how the heart 
works, lets visitors learn their own 
vulnerabilities to heart disease and gives 
clear guidelines for reducing the risk of heart 
attack.

A new photo display by Larry Minden takes 
visitors to the Galapagos Islands, ‘‘The En- 
chanted Isles” which are linked in history to 
the Academy of Sciences. In short, during 
the earthquake of 1906, an expedition by the 
good ship “Academy” was underway. When 
the crew returned to find most of the 
Academy’s treasures in smoldering ruins 
their Galapagos collections became the very 
heart of the museum’s natural history 
specimens. 


Minden’s modern day views of the Islands 
and their inhabitants opens February 11 in 
Cowell Hall and continues through May 27. 


Continuing exhibits include Mountain Light, 
the spectacular photo show by Galen Rowell, 
and The Spirit of Muri Woods in Lower 
Cowell Hall Gallery. Next month, a special 
exhibit opens with monumental works by 
Andy Warhol on “Endangered Species.” 


What are artificial satellites used for? How 
are they put into Earth orbit? How have they 
changed our lives since Sputnik made the 
world look toward the skies in 1957? Metal 
Moons looks at weather and communica- 
tions satellites, orbiting telescopes, and 
other things that go ‘‘beep”’ in the night.

In early December, the 
Academy lost a devoted 
and beloved friend in 
Geraldine K.M. Lindsay. 
Gerry, to all who knew 
her, was as much a part 

' of this Academy as any 

© of the physical elements 
‘aaa Of the museum. She 
organized the first Docent Council in 1969 
a group which today numbers nearly 200 
men and women. In 1971 she was elected 
a Trustee of the Academy. She and her 
husband, Director Emeritus George E. 
Lindsay, enhanced many an Academy ex- 
pedition for traveling members, a program 
she established in the early ’70s. Gerry’s 
dream of a totem pole for the courtyard 
was fulfilled in 1976 and her hard work on 
the project earned her a key role in the 
ceremonial raising of the pole, a spot 
traditionally carried out by a male chief. In 
memory of her mother, Gerry endowed the 
Academy’s Insect Room and established 
a field research and scholarship fund. 


This is a short list of her achievements for 
the Academy and each must be appre- 
ciated for the thoughtful and loving care 
which went into them. That was Gerry’s 
way.
